OTAL OUTPUT of crude petroleum in the United States 

for the month of September, says the United States 

Bureau of Mines, was 65,201,000 barrels, a daily average of 

2,173,400 barrels. This is the largest in any month since 

June, 1925; the increase came largely from the ema 
areas, Mid-Continental -field. 

Gasoline production for the month of September also 
set a record, with 24,834,000 barrels, a daily average of 827,- 
800 barrels. Consumption, however, was less, in the domes- 
tic.market, where the demand was 12 per cent. less than in 
the previous month. Exports were high, however, and gaso- 
line stocks reported on hand September 30, 1926, totaled 
33,341,000 barrels, the lowest since December, 1924.-

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Stirring Times Ahead 


HERE are stirring times ahead in the automobile indus- 
try, with competition reaching a degree of keenness not 
hitherto achieved. And, moreover, this competition will be 
widespread throughout the field. There is searcely a price 
class that will not feel it. There are a number of factors 
that point to the development of this condition. 

To begin with, there is the definite decline in Ford 
production. This is generally accepted as amounting 
to nearly 20 per cent. under last year. Present probabili- 
ties indicate a total of 1,625,000 units as the Ford pro- 
duction for the year 1926, as against 2,100,000 turned 
out in 1925. 

From information in the possession of the Automotive 
Daily News, which cannot at the moment be made more 
explicit, price cuts in the lower price class may be looked for 
by show time. - 

In the four-cylinder field, Dodge has made evident its 
policy for the coming months by beginning marketing of its 
new five-bearing crankshaft model. 

There is a well defined rumor that the Willys-Overland 
organization is-preparing to launch a six-cylinder Whippet 
within a short time. 

The announcement that the Studebaker Corporation of 
America is to place the new Erskine Six brings another 
powerful factor into the field. ; 

From Detroit comes the announcement of the launching 
of a new manufacturing company, under the leadership of 
John A. Nichols, Jr., and with the support of John N. Willys, 
to produce a Knight-engined, medium-sized car to sell at close 
to $1,000. This indicates strenuous competition in that par- 
ticular field. 

More than one manufacturer, already noted for quality 
” products in the higher priced classes, will shortly announce 
new and smaller models at lower prices. 

All this means that competition in the lower and medium 
price fields is going to be intensely keen. Furthermore, in 
practically every one of the cases that we have cited the 
producing companies are well fortified in a financial way to 
meet the strongest drives of their rivals. It is going to be a 
battle of the giants, not any mere skirmish among hopeful 
weaklings. 

Practically all these offerings will be ready for launch- 
ing at the forthcoming national shows, and these exhibitions 
are going to be more interesting than they have been in years. 





American Influence Abroad 


HEN we speak of American influence on the foreign 

automobile fields, we usually mean attempts to trans- 
fer our methods of mass production to plants abroad. There 
is no question that our production ideas have gained a sound 
foothold abroad. In England. Morris will produce this year 
perhaps 70,000 vehicles. In France, Citroen will turn out at 
least 75,000. Both of these manufacturers have used Ameri- 
can methods in developing their plants and their production. 
At the recent Olympia show in London the British public was 
startled to find a car which was priced at about $500, a level 
that had not hitherto been achieved there. 

However, American influence has not been confined 
to production methods. Our engineering achievements 
are beginning to make their presence felt. In an inter- 

* view with an Automotive Daily News representative the 
other day, Sir William Letts, a powerful figure in the 
English industry, said: “At the Paris Salon there was 
every indication that American ideas were being in- 
corporated into European design, this being especially 
pronounced in the trend toward six cylinder construction 
as a result of competition of American built sixes.”

ETROIT, MICH., Nov. 18.—In the winter of 1895 a 

young man with a mechanical turn of mind was skating 
on the Hudson River using a leg of mutton said to propel 
himself about. An extremely heavy gust of wind caught the 
sail and the boy went down with a thud, slightly injuring 
his back. He was ailing for several weeks when his father 
decided he should leave the school he was attending at 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., and return to his home in Chicago. 





and, after a period of convales- 
cence, suggested to his father that 
he would like to prepare himself 
to study mechanical engineering. 
The boy's father, who was an in- 
ventor of no small repute, discussed 
the matter with H. M. Raymond, 
who was then principal of Armour 
Academy, a preparatory school of 
the Armour Institute of Technol- 
ogy. Mr. Raymond told the boy’s 
father to send: him over and he 
would see what could be done. The 











boy entered the school and pro- 
gressed in an average sort of 
way for the whole semester. At the’ 


beginning of the next semester the 
boy did not appear, and Raymond 
sought the boy’s father, and found 
out the boy had been established in 
an old barn with a few tools and a 
makeshift punch press. It was in 
this barn that the boy, Ross W. 
Judson, developed his first idea of 
building a four-cylinder, four- 
cycle vertical gasoline engine 
From within this barn sprang the 
idea from which was developed the 
Continental Motors Corporation, of 
which Judson is president, employ- 
ing 7,000 men, and with plants in 
Detroit and Muskegon, Mich., 
which cover an area of more than 
seventy acres. 

In 1898 Judson entered the Ar- 
mour Institute of Technology and 
after receiving his degree opened 
a little machine shop at 202 South 
Clinton St. and specialized on gaso- 
line engines. About this time the 
famous John W. Gates brought to 
this country a Mercedes car and 
Judson, having read much of the 
strides made by German automo- 
bile builders, was extremely anxious 
to have a look at the newest thing 
in automobile manufacture. His 
chance came when Gates brought 
the Mercedes to Chicago. It needed 
repairs and Judson was asked to 
look at it and see if he could fix 
it. In the meantime Judson had 
been doing considerable experi- 
menting with a four-cylinder en- 
gine and while at school had built 
one that had attracted consider- 
able attention of engineers. When 
Judson tore down the engine of the 
Mercedes “he was much surprised 
to find that many of the improve- 
ments in that car were identical* 
with those that he had used in his 
own engine. 

For two days and nights Jud- 
son worked on the Mercedes, 
and when he had it repaired and 
in running order again, he had a 
complete set of drawings of it. 
He immediately took these draw- 
ings and after incorporating 
some ideas of his own, had cast- 
ings made and built the first 
Continental motor. This motor 
was sold in June, 1902, to Henry 








T. Truby of Joliet, 01; who in-

stalled it in a Marvel-Swift car. 
This first Continental motor had 
most of the essential character- 
istics used. today in general gaso- 
line motor practice. It was a 
four-cylinder, four cycle L head 
motor with all valves on one side 
operated by a single cam-shaft. 
The attention that this first mo- 
tor attracted convinced Judson of 
the opportunity and even the ne- 
cessity for the specialist in gasoline | 
motor development and production. 





Additional and facilities 
were needed and in September, 
1902, Mr. Judson formed a part- 
nership with his’ brother-in-law, 
Arthur W. Tobin, and his sister, 
Ione J. Tobin, who invested at that 
time approximately $2,000. 
Strenuous efforts, long hours and 
the combined energy of the part- 
ners produced. results so rapidly 
that in January, 1903, additional 
manufacturing facilities were re- 
quired and they moved to 160 
Bunker St., Chicago, where they 
had 912 square feet of floor space. 
The machine equipment in this 
small shop was very crude, con- 
sisting of one 16-inch engine lathe, 
one 12-inch lathe, a 24-inch steptoe 
shaper, a 24-inch stationary head 
drill, a 12-inch sensitive drill, a 
vise and some hand tools. The 


capital 


entire equipment cost less than 
$900. To illustrate the manufac- 
turing difficulties encountered 


with this meager equipment, Jud- 
son telis of how they had to block 
up the head and tail stocks of the 
16-inch lathe to turn out a 17%- 
inch flywheel. 


The first public display of a 
Continental motor was at the 
Chicago Automobile Show in 
January, 1903, and the first press 
comments on the product ap- 
peared in the show edition of 
The Automobile. During the 
following year a number of mo- 
tors were sold and the produc- 
tion of the little plant was taxed 
beyond its capacity. Therefore, 
within a year the original fac- 
tory had to be abandoned and 
the plant moved to the Lakeside 
Power Building at 166 West 
Lake St., where an entire floor 
with 9,900 square feet was occu- 
pied. 

The business continued to grow 
rapidly, and it was decided to 
change the partnership into a cor- 
poration and extend the activities. 
On April 20, 1904, the members of 
the co-partnership organized the 
Auto Car Equipment Company, an 
Illinois corporation with a capital 


of $6,000, whic ook over the 
assets and busine of the co-part- 
nership. Ross W. Judson was 


elected president, I. J. Tobin vice- 
president and Arthur W. Tobin sec-

additional capital amounting te 
$2,600 was obtained from Mrs. 
Cornelia O. Curtis and from Ben- 
jamin F. Tobin, making a total of 
$4,600 in cash invested in the busi- 
ness, which amount represents the 
original total cash investment. 

The next few years was the 
crucial period for the Ilijttle com- 
pany. Pay rolls were coming 

around more regularly than col- 
lections, and financial problems 
often threatened but never con- 
quered the indomitable energy and 
determination to win. More capital 
was needed. Having complete con- 
fidence in the future of their en- 
terprise, the management decided 
to sell shares of stock in the com- 
pany to those who might care to in- 
vest. This -proved a wise move 
for the company, because, with the 
additional funds so prdvided, fur- 
ther development was possible. As 
subsequent events proved, it was 
even a wiser move for the inves- 
tors, who have enjoyed returns far 
exceeding their expectations. 

In February, 1905, the name 
of the company was changed to 
Continental Motor Manufactur- 
ing Company, so that the corpo- 
rate title would identify the 
product which had from the be- 
ginning becn known as Conti- 
nental motors. During 1905 it 
was decided to move the plant to 
Muskegon, where a building with 
16,000 fect of floor space was 
being erected. Early in 1906 
the officials of the company went 
to Muskegon to plan for the 
opening of.the new and larger 
plant, and production was start- 
ed there on May 15, 1906. 

The business of the company in- 
creased so rapidly and consistently 
that in 1911 it became necéssary 
to build another plant in Detroit, 
the center of the automobile in- 
dustry. The general offices of the 


company were also. established 
there at that time. Each year 
added new business, taxing the 


capacity of the two plants and 
requiring their expansion until the 
production of 1919 was ten times 
that of 1917. 

In 1916 the company was reor- 
ganized with a capitalization of 
$18,500,000 and the name changed 
to Continental Motors Corporation. 
In 1922 the charter was again 
amended authorizing 3,000,000 
shares without nominal or par 
value, and the then outstanding 
par value common shares were ex- 
changed share for share. The pre- 
ferred stock was retired, leaving 
only the common stock without 
nominal or par value outstanding. 

Ross W. Judson is still a com- 
paratively young man, having just 
passed his 41st birthday, and is 
very active in the business which he 
heads. During the war Mr. Judson 
turned over the entire facilities of 
both plants to the War Department 
and detailed twelve designers and 
engineers to the work of assisting 
the government in the design of 
Class B truck motor. He super- 
vised the producing of all the 
drawings for the Class A govern- 
ment truck motor. 

An example of the speed with 
which Judson and his organization 
worked Was shown during the war, 
when the government wanted the 
last word in motor construction. 
Sample motors were wanted, and 


although it usually takes from 
three to four months to put
